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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR §1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR § 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR §1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR § 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR §1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 7 
December 2005 has been entered. 

2. Those rejections not specifically addressed in this Office action are withdrawn in 
view of Applicant's amendments and/or arguments. 

3. The previous issue of New Matter in claim 44 has been overcome by Applicant's 
response. See objection to the specification below. 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Specification 

5. The use of the trademark Botran on page 93 has been noted in this application. 
It should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied bv the generic 
terminology . 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner, which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 
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Amendment of the specification to introduce the generic terminology for Botran 
would also provide antecedent support for the limitation "2,6-dichloro-4-nitroaniline" in 
claim 44. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. Claims 38-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The limitations at claim 38, lines 5 and 6 r "about 5 X 10 3 spore/cm 3 soil or less" 
and at claim 39, line 6, "about 3 X 10 3 spore/cm 3 soil or less", are not supported by the 
written description and are New Matter. Specifically the limitation "about" at claim 38 
and the limitation "or less" at claims 38 and 39 are not supported by the specification. 
Applicant only describes three specific inoculum densities on page 81 , 2 nd paragraph of 
the specification. There does not appear to be sufficient support for the claimed ranges 
of inoculum as recited in the instant claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The claims appear free of the prior art. 

8. Claims 38-40 are rejected. 

9. Claims 41-45 are allowed.
